$450 OF GOLDSMITH’S MONEY HAS ETS. 
TERIOUSLY DISAPPEARED. 


Mrs. Goldsmith Gives Her Testimony at 
the Inquest With a Great Show of In- 
difference—Story of the Finding of the 
Body— Allegations Made by Mrs. Gold - 
smith in Her suit for Divorce—Conflict 
Over the Remains. 


The police are actively searching for Fred 
Hunter, a hack-driver, whose wife was one 
of the witnesses examined at the Coroner’s 
inquest this morning. 

Hunter, the authorities allege, hadan ap- 
pointment to stay at Goldsmith’s house last 
Saturday night. The police want him to 
explain his failure to keep that 
appointment, and to give an account of his 
whereabouts on the night in question. 
This morning he could not be 
found around any of his accustomed 
haunts. The police will question him, 
when found, as to what he knows ofthe 
$450 which Goldsmith is said to have had in 
his possession shortly before his death and 
whieh is now missing. 

Another sensational feature connected 
with the mysterious death of Christopher 
Goldsmith, whose body was found in the va- 
cant house, 1504 Papin street, Sunday even- 
ing, came to ligut at the Coroner’s inquest 
to-day.

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A Family Feud. 
Paul Melkowskiof 1413 North Ninth street

British Leaders in South Africa Dispute 
Over Authority. 


CAN Town, Oct. 24.—There seems to be 
quite a nice little row in progress between 
Sir Henry Loch, the commander-in-chief of 
the British forces now advancing against 
King Lobengula, and Hon. Cecil Rhodes, the 
Premier of Cape Colony. It is announced 
here that Sir Henry Loch, nettled at some 
instructions sent to him by the Colonia! 
Premier, has curtly informed the 
latter that he, as Governor, High Com- 
missioner and commander-in-chief, has sole 
control of the settlement of the Matabele 
queation.. Sir Henry Loch adds that power 
in this matter has beep relegated to him by 
the Imperial Government. The Hon. Cecil 
Rhodes is understood to have entered a 
protest against this arrangement, and to 
have so cabled the Marquis of Ripon, the 
Secretary of State for the colonies. This 
dispute among people high in authority in 
Cape Colony is causing a great deal of com- 
ment here, asthe Hon. Cecil Rhodes is on 
the scene of action, and is understood to 
have the confidence of the colonists. 

In view of these facts, itisnow generally 
admitted at Capetown that the Imperial 
Government has plainly hinted that it will 
reserve the right totreat with King Loben- 
gula, and chat it is determined to make a 
strong effort to override the present warlike 
speculations of the British Chartered Co., 
which may be desirous of annexing the 
Matabele territory toits already large pos- 
sessions. Onthe other hand the friends of 
the Chartered company claim that the pres- 
ent split, if carried so far as outlined by Sir 
Henry Loch, will mean the assumption of 
the Government of Mashonaland and Mata- 
beleland by the home Government in En- 
gland. 


AGIN THE GOVERNMENT. 
VIENNA, Oct. 24.—The Reichsrath, before 
adjourning yesterday, showed its hostility to 
the Government by adoptinga motion that 
the committee which is considering the Bo- 
hemian measures shall sit in public, thoggh 
the Government declared thatit could only 
acquaint the committee witha list of dynas- 
tic offenses in Bohemia provided it sits with 
closed doors. It seems doubtful therefore 
whether the committee will sit 
at all. The dissolation of the house is 
— a question of days, and the Government 
will probably demand that the commitcee 
which meets to-morrow adjourn sooner 
rather than divulge these secrets in open 
sittings. 
The prohibition of the exportation of 
cereals and fodder will be rescinded at the 
end of the month.

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MURDER BY ACCIDENT. 


The list of the killed and wounded by 
railroad accident, collected from accounts 
of accidents occurring since July 1 of this 
year, and published in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH, presents a terrible record of 
disaster. It forces most impressively upon 
public attention the necessity for bet- 
ter safeguards in railroad travel. 

Within a period of less than four months 
railroad accidents have caused the imme- 
diate deaths df 189 persons and the injury 
of 449 persons. How many of the wounded 
died of their injuries could not be ascer- 
tained, but, undoubtedly, a large per 
cent may be added to the death list. So 
great has been the increase of accidents 
since the heavy World’s Fair traffic began 
that the year dating from July 1 has been 
aptly called accident year. 

This increase of disaster follows a record 
entirely too large to be accounted for on 
the ground of unavoidable accident. 
Of course it must be admitted that un- 
avoidable accidents which cannot be pre- 
vented by ordinary human care and pre- 
caution do happen and will continueto 
happen. But the proportion of unavoid- 
able accidents to the whole number is ex- 
ceedingly small, and the excess of avoid- 
able accidents represents the combined 
criminal negligence of the railroads and 
the authorities in the protection of human 
life and limb. 

The increase of accidents accompanying 
the increase of business during the World’s 
Fair and not accounted for as unavoidable 
represents the greed of railroad corpora- 
tions for profits, unchecked by care for 
the safety of passengers. The railroads 
have grabbed for all the business within 
reach, regardless of the risks of over- 
straining inadequate forces and equip- 
ment. They have taken chances for the 
profits and the result has been a wail of 
human agony and atrailof human blood 
on nearly every railroad running into 
Chicago. 

But while the corporations are to blame 
it is useless to plead with them. They are 
run to make profits and if the killing and 
maiming of human beings is profitable 
the risks will be taken. The corporations 
will go as far as the Jaws and the author- 
ities will let them go with profit to them- 
selves. 

As long as human life is cheap and orim- 
inal negligence an unpunishable offense, 
human life will be sacrificed and criminal 
negligence will prevail. The life of a man 
is only rated at $5,000and conviction and 
punishment for criminal negligenoe on the 
part of railroad officials are rare enough to 
be curiosities. 

Until railroads are compelled to pay a 
fair price for lives sacrificed to their care- 
less greed and are held to strict account 
for murder the massacre of the traveling 
public will go on.

Inspection of Factories. 


In his coming message to the Municipal 
Assembly, which convenes on Oct. 31, the 
Mayor will call attention to an act of the Leg- 
islature, passed in 1891, relative to the in- 
spection of of factonfes in cities of the State 
having a population of more than 6,000 in- 
habitants.

died in the Court-house corridors about ten 
minutes later. 
Jackson was father of Emma M. A. Cobb, 
ose husband, William J. Cobb, some time 
brought suit against her for divorce. He 
a prominent witness in the case, and the 
intiff in the petition fled makes frequent 
of his name in charging him with being 
principally responsibie forthe alienation of 
his wife’s affections. The case was set for 
hearing this morning, but had not been 
called. Jackson was sitting on one of the 
benches in the body of the court-room, 
when he was suddenly seen to completely 
collapse and would have fallen from his seat 
had not those sitting on each side of him 
caught him. His face ay st instantly be- 
came purpie in color ane breathed spas- 
modicaliy and with t' Bre reatest difficulty. 
His friends at once carried him tothe cor- 
ridor outside and Dr. G. J. Herman, who 
was in the court-room, applied such restora: 
tives as were at hand, out without avail. 
In spite Of all efforts, Jackson died n a few 
minutes after the attack first seized him. 

Jackson's death was not altogether a sur- 
rise to his relatives. He had been troubled 
ore or less with his heart for some consid- 

erable time past, and itis thought that the 
excitement attendant upon his appearance 
in court was responsible for this morning’s 
attack. 

JACKSON'S CONNECTION WITH THE CASE. 
Mr. Cobb Jays many of his marital misfort- 
hes at the door of the deceased. In his peti- 
on he states that he and hig wife were 
rst cousins and that for some time 


past their relatives have been in a state 
ofopen bostility. Jackson, the defendant’s 
father, he ulieges, was an idler, without 
business or occupation, and a person of 
vindictive mind and disposition and his ac- 
tions in destroying the plaintiff®’s 
Goemestic peace a t at con- 
siderabie length in the petition. Several years 
ago. after a quarrel anda reconciliation, he 
a s, his wife promised to absiain from 
further intercourse with her tather, but 
broke her word in a short 
time and supperted her father with the 
money he ave her. He also claims 
that deceased instigated a suit which his 
daughter brought against him for mainte- 

mee. Afterwards he caused the arrest of 
he deceased for writing and mailing te him 
postal card, in which he was accused of 

morality and adultery. 

MES. CORB’S ANSWER.

Consular Introductions of Chinese No: 
Regarded at American Pers. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 24.—In reply to a 
complaint of the Chinese Minister in Wash- 
ington, Mr. Yang Yu, the State Department 
has made representations which indicate 
that the United States will not accept consu- 
lar certificates as conclusive evidence that 
the Chinese subjects presenting them are 
merchants or artists, and therefore entitled 


to admission to this country. Recently in 
New York, at the instance of Chirese In- 
spector Scharff, two Chinese who presented 
certificates from the Consul at Havana that 
they were actors and not amenabDie to the re- 
striction impose on laborers under the 
laws, were retused a landing. Inspector 
Scharff insisted thatthe men were iaborers 
and their certificates fraudulent, The de- 
tained Chinese took the matter into court, 
where it is still pending under writs of 
habeas corpus, and further made complaint 
to the minister, who brought the matter to 
the attention of the State Department.

Fraudulent Garbage Weighing Charged.
